On  the  inter¬ 
national  front,  Panamanian 
Manuel  Noriega  was 


charged  with  drug  traffick¬ 
ing  in  the  G.S. 

Possibly  the  most  re¬ 
membered  event  in  1989 
was  the  destruction  of  the 
Berlin  Wall.  While  other 
countries  like  East  Ger¬ 
many,  the  Soviet  Gnion, 
Poland,  Czechoslovakia 
and  Romania  either  broke 
away  from  Communism  or 
became  more  democratic, 
Chinese  students  in  Beijing 
rallied  for  their  rights  in 
vain.  Thousands  were 
killed  in  a  massacre  that 
government  officials  deny 
ever  happened. 

Mother  Nature  contribut¬ 
ed  her  part  in  making  1989 
memorable  in  a  series  of  di¬ 
sasters.  Hurrican  Hugo  dev¬ 
astated  the  South  Carolina 
seaboard,  Puerto  Rico  and 
the  Caribbean  Islands.  On 
the  other  side  of  the  coun¬ 
try  on  the  West  Coast,  San 
Francisco  and  Oakland 
were  struck  by  an  earth¬ 
quake  that  measured  7.1 
on  the  Richter  scale.

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Jabbar,  basketball  legend, 
retired  from  his  career  with 
the  L.A.  Lakers.  There  was 
a  huge  scandal  when  Pete 
Rose,  manager  of  the  Cin¬ 
cinnati  Reds,  was  fined  a 
huge  sum  for  gambling. 

Finally,  the  Constitution 
faced  added  amendments 
when  issues  were  raised 
about  abortion  and  des¬ 
ecration  of  the  flag.
